LOCHRANE, C. J. 

A. brought his action against a rail- 
‘oad «company for damages near a public 
crossing, Which resulted in the death of his 
wife, and averred negligence upon their part 
in their failure to erect blow-posts, and blow 
the whistle as required by law, by reason of 
which the accident occurred; and, further 
iverred, the loss of the society of his said 
wife, and her aid and management of his do- 
mestic affairs during the time she lived after 
such accident, and his expenditures of money, 
as well as the injurics sustained by himself 
and family by her death, anda demurrer 
was filed to the declaration upon two 
grounds: 

1. There was no liability as the accident 
was not the result of collision. 

2. That the husband had no right of action 
for the death of his wife. The Court over- 
ruled the demurrer, and afterwards : 
on request, to give the principles of the same 
in charge, and the case proceeded to the jury. 
The jury found for the plaintiff $7, 
damages, whereupon a motion was made for 
2 new trial, which was granted by the 


urt. 

HexD, First, That inasmuch as the judg- 
ment of the court overruling the demurrer, 
was made the subject matter of a separate 
bill of exceptions, we refer to that judgment 
of the court, and will not here repeat the de- 
cision, 

Hep, again, That the charge and refusal 
to charge by the court, under the facts of the 
case, was error, and, in view of the decision 
made by the court upon the demurrer, we af- 
firm the judgment of the court below grant- 
ing a new trial.
